innovation, which is why we are proposing a partnership with 

The Academy Museum. 

The Academy Museum seeks to educate and entertain children 
and adults on the history of film and 
filmmaking, and to present classic 
cinema and 


underrepresented voices through their exhibitions, 


programs, and screenings. One of the guiding principles of 

the museum is support learning about the past, present, and 

future of filmmaking. The museum holds drop-in hands-on 

creative, filmmaking-centric programs and workshops for kids three 
times a month, and for teens once a month, on their premises 


throughout the year, run by museum facilitators.”

The Los Angeles Public Library system would 
like to 


form a partnership with The Academy Museum 
to create a 


series of filmmaking related workshops to be 
hosted in 


library spaces. The workshops will take place 
across five 


strategically planned branches across the city. 
Program 


planners have pin-pointed the branches that specifically 

serve low-income communities throughout Los Angeles. 

Youth of all ages are welcome to attend workshops, but they will 
primarily target youth from marginalized communities as a means 
of uplifting a diverse future industry. The workshops offered will 
cover a range of topics including screenwriting, animation, 


cinematography, sound design, and film history. We have chosen to 


label these as “workshops” rather than “classes” as a means of 
promoting a love of exploration and learning at one’s own pace. 
There will be no tests or quizzes involved, and students will engage 
with the workshops in a hands-on fashion. The enormous benefits 


of this program include: 

- Teaching Los Angeles youth from all walks of life the art of 
filmmaking and encourage every child's imagination. 

- Opening up a more extensive section of Los Angeles to attend 

film-making workshops. - Allowing more children to attend 

workshops and let their creativity come to life. - Helping The 

Academy Museum work with diverse communities, as its 

mission says.” - Helping LAPL enrich the lives of young people 

to become more educated and empowered, as their mission 


proclaims.*

Outcomes will be measured through attendance, in person and 
online feedback forms, question and answer sessions during 
workshops, and will be assessed after the pilot round of workshops 
at the end of year one of the program, and again in year two after 
the second round of workshops. Adjustments will be made to the 
program as needed, and if successful there is an opportunity for 


extending the program to even more libraries in the LAPL system. 


Risks have been taken into consideration and the program will be 
monitored for additional risks and to enact mitigation procedures 
when possible. The Lights, Camera, Library! partnership between 
LAPL and The Academy Museum will allow both organizations to 
give back to the community and enrich the lives of young people by 
inspiring them to tap into their creativity to learn and make their 
own unique filmmaking projects. This program has the possibility to 
inspire young people to seek a future in the arts or in a specific 
field such as animation, to embrace exciting and diverse ways to 
tell stories, as well as bringing more youth to seek out library 
resources and books and to visit the Academy Museum to learn 


more about the history and process of filmmaking. 
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Community Needs Assessment 
According to census data, the median household income of 
Los Angeles is $82,516 with 35.6% of the population holding a 
bachelor’s degree or higher. 17% of the population is below the 
poverty level, with 20% of those in poverty being under 18. When 
accounting for race among those below the poverty level, the 
distribution is as follows: 25% are Black/African American, 20% are 
Hispanic, 20% are mixed race, 16.5% are Indigenous, 14% are 
Asian, and 12% are White (Census.gov, 2021). 
By analyzing a map of the median household income of Los 
Angeles (featured on page 1), we were able to better understand 
the neighborhoods of the city and plan the partnership’s scope 
accordingly. When comparing the locations of the LAPL branches 
to the median income map, we were able to effectively decide 
which LAPL branches to incorporate into our program. We 
propose to use West Valley Regional Branch Library, Pico Union 
Branch Library, Ascot Branch Library, Lincoln Heights Branch 


Library, and Robert Louis Stevenson Branch Library. 


An important aspect of these workshops will involve the use 


of computers, especially for scriptwriting, animation, and post- 
production education. 95% of Los Angeles families report having 
computer access in their homes, with roughly 90% having an 
Internet subscription (US Census Bureau Quick Facts, 2023). For 
those without this privilege, the many LAPL branch locations 


throughout the city may provide access. 


Target Audience 


Children and teens 
Kids and teens are often interested in learning about different types 
of art, especially in the age of technology. They are also interested 
in learning about the various elements of the animation process. 
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Students and educators 

Schools and educational institutions may be interested in 
incorporating animation workshops into their curriculum to 
engage students in creativity, critical thinking, and digital literacy 
skills. 


Community 

Through these workshops, we aim to engage the community with 
different types of art. The art created in these workshops could 
also be added to the community archive. 


Community groups and organizations 

Local community groups, clubs, and organizations may be 
interested in hosting workshops to engage their members in 
creative activities and build community connections. 


Library Stakeholders 
These workshops aim to increase community engagement and the 
number of patrons attending programs at the library. 


Current LAPL collaborations 
Existing collaborations may reassess goals within the partnership, 
and some may be interested in adapting similar-styled workshops 


at LAPL. 


Museum stakeholders 

If this collaboration shows success, it will bring more interest 
to the museum, which could increase visitation and create 
additional interest in different collaboration opportunities. 


Film/animation/storytelling enthusiasts 

The program covers a variety of animation elements which will 
entice those who have a general interest/passion in learning about 
the process of animation and creating different elements. These 
workshops could serve as a potential gateway for 
enthusiasts/students/teens to pursue further education/job 
opportunities in the field. 


Families 

These workshops aim to engage with children and teens, making 
them more family-oriented. These workshops could be used as 
family outings and attract parents and children looking for fun, 
creative, and educational experiences to enjoy together. 


SMART Objective 


The youth services at five LAPL branches will collaborate with The 
Academy Museum to build a workshop program that will focus on 
a variety of aspects of moviemaking, including screenwriting, 
animation and storyboarding, storytelling, editing, foley sound, and 
themed craft 
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projects. The pilot workshops started at the end of year one, and 
the refined workshops will be held in the second year of the 
partnership.

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Risks 


The possible risks of this partnership program may include a lack of 
engagement from the community, increased cost of software or 
materials and the possibility of a lack of resources to meet 
unexpected high demand or an excess of resources for a lack of 
demand. Staffing is a possible risk, with finding skilled museum 
staff and volunteers to manage the programs along with library 
staff, as well as scheduling museum staff between the Academy 
Museum and library programs, and to schedule appropriately to 
not overlap programs at locations or spread the museum staff too 
thin, which may be relieved through hiring additional staff, a cost 
that may need to be assessed after the first round of workshops. 
There is the possibility that library programs (being off-site) may 
not hold to the same level of quality as in-house programs 


conducted solely by the museum, as well as the time and energy 


that goes into transferring materials, resources, and staff from the 
museum to the various libraries. These issues are addressed in the 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) found in the appendix, 
where both partners relay what they expect from each other, and 
how to mitigate unforeseen issues that may arise during the course 


of the program. 


Outcomes 


To measure outcomes, there will be question and answer sessions at 
the end of each workshop regarding feelings of increased interest 
or knowledge of a skill and the level of interest in pursuing the 
workshop topic independently and if it has increased confidence 
about the topic or skill. Pen and paper feedback/survey forms will 
be available on-site, along with a link for online feedback/surveys 
available to attendees. Attendance will be counted at each 
workshop, as well as circulation numbers of materials related to the 
workshops. An additional outcome will be if the 
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workshops lead to a more diverse teen film festival, put on by LAPL 
every year. Materials about the festival will be available at each of 
the teen workshops and participants in the film festival will be 
asked if they attended any of the Lights, Camera, Library! 
workshops so we can assess if there is any crossover between the 


two programs. 


Assessment 


Assessments will include a clear understanding of who will provide 
resources and assessing in advance that selected libraries have the 
technical requirements to host specific programs, especially those 
utilizing software for animation and screenwriting workshops. 
Selected libraries will also need to be assessed for their capability 
to screen film, related to both space and technical needs. Rights 
issues to screen films throughout the program will be handled by 
the Academy and will come from their own library and archive and 
they will negotiate any lending issues for materials screened that 
are housed, but not owned, by the Academy. The partners will also 
need to agree in advance on how to calculate mileage and time for 
museum staff working off-site at the workshops. Many of these 
assessments will be addressed in the lead up to the first round of 
workshops, and additional assessments may only be measurable 
after the first round of workshops is completed. It is also possible 
that new assessment needs may arise after the first round of 


workshops and implemented before the second round.

Memorandum of Understanding 


Whereas, Los Angeles Public Library and Academy Museum of 
Motion Pictures have come together to collaborate and make an 
application for The Chuck Lorre Family Foundation, Film to Future, 
or Los Angeles County Department of Arts and Culture grant; and 


Whereas, the partners listed below have agreed to enter into a 
collaborative agreement in which Los Angeles Public Library will 
be the lead agency and named agency, and the other agencies will 
be partners in this application; and 


Whereas, the partners herein desire to enter into a Memorandum 
of Understanding setting forth the services to be provided by the 
collaborative; and 


Whereas, the application prepared and approved by the 
collaborative through its partners is to be submitted to the Office 
of John F. Szabo and Jacqueline Stewart on or before May 1“, 2024. 


Therefore, the Partners wish to continue their work together in 
agreement with the following clauses: 


I) Description of Partner Agencies 
Los Angeles Public Library (LAPL) “provides free and easy 
access to information, ideas, books, and technology that 
enrich, educate, and empower every individual in our 
city’s diverse communities” (LAPL, About). LAPL strives to 
better its community by offering extensive resources, 
education programs, and services that foster literacy and 
cultural enrichment for its users of all ages (LAPL, 
Services & Programs). 


The Academy Museum of Motion Pictures hopes to 
advance “the understanding, celebration, and 
preservation of cinema through inclusive and accessible 
exhibition, screenings, programs, initiatives, and 
collections. Welcoming visitors from Los Angeles and 
around the world, the museum works actively with motion 
picture artists and specialists, scholars, staff, and diverse 
communities to contextualize and challenge dominant 
narratives around cinema, inspiring discourses, 
connection, joy, and discovery.” The museum is located in 
Los Angeles and offers exhibitions, screens, and 
educational initiatives to promote the world of cinema 
(Academy Museum, About). 


IT) History of Relationship 
LAPL and the Academy Museum are not currently 
partnered on any projects. However, the Academy 
Museum does participate in one of the library’s current 
programs, Explore L. A. The program helps grant access 
to many Los Angeles cultural institutions. Users can 
bring their library cards to participating institutions 
and reserve free or low-cost admittance (LAPL, Explore 
LA). 
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The Museum offers drop-in workshops for teens and serves 
as an educational program where kids can learn different 
film-making and artistic crafts. Previous seminars include 
Animation, Set Design, Music Video Direction, Drag, Movie 
Poster Design, and many other creative outlets tied to the 
film industry. The Museum will offer costuming and 
screenwriting classes for teens in the next few months 
(Academy Museum, Workshops). 


LAPL has held a film festival for LA teens for the past four 
years. Teens are asked to submit their films, and judges 
working in the film industry pick the top films based on 
plot, cinematography, costumes/makeup, editing, and 
performance. The teens who make the winning films 
receive feedback from the judges (LAPL, Film Festival). 


III) Goal 
This new partnership between LAPL and the Academy 
Museum aims to provide the youth of Los Angeles with 
the tools to create. The two parties will work together to 
reach a wider net and provide resources and education to 
the disadvantaged communities within LA. LAPL will 
promote the Museum and its work to create excellent 
films by helping LA’s youth gain knowledge and 
experience in making, designing, and developing their 
projects. 


IV) Development of Application 
The two parties decided to collaborate on a new program 
to bring filmmaking education to Los Angeles’s youth 
because both groups are interested in teaching and 
providing a creative outlet to adolescents. LAPL’s Teens 
of L.A. Film Fest and the Academy’s Museums’ drop-in 
workshops were the catalysts for the partnership. The 
organizations' shared resources could reach more 
children in Los Angeles and offer seminars to a more 
significant population of youth in the city. 


a) Roles and Responsibilities 
NOW, THEREFORE, it is at this moment agreed by 
and between the partners as follows: 
1) Los Angeles Public Library will provide space 
and time at five branches [to start] so that youths 
from areas besides La Brea (the Academy 
Museum's location) can enjoy the film-making workshops 
currently 
offered at the Museum. The five piolet branches will be 
2) LAPL will seek grant funding and donations to 
fund the workshops. 3) LAPL will create the 
curriculum for the workshops based on the drop-in 


workshops at the Museum. 

4) The Academy Museum will provide educators with 
the opportunity to instruct the attendees in a film- 
making component during the workshops. The 
film-making components will be animation, 
screenwriting, editing, directing, and design. 
These workshops will follow the same format as 
the Museum’s current drop-in workshops. 

5) LAPL will provide the supplies students might 
need during the workshops, including writing 
utensils, computers, paper, cameras, and so on. It 
will also provide handouts and instructional 
materials for each workshop. 
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6) The Academy Museum will provide the software 
needed for filmmaking, including editing, 
screenwriting, animation, and other software. 

7) The Academy Museum will fund the workshop 
marketing campaign and help design banners 
and campaign materials for the program. 

8) The Academy Museum's Film Education Manager 
will work closely with the LAPL's Programming 
and Outreach Manager to prepare the program 
for its start date. 

9) The Film Education Manager will lead the 
staff in sharing instruction materials, finding 
suitable teachers, ensuring the libraries have the 
necessary software, and creating a campaign for the 
workshops. 
10) The Programming and Outreach Director will 
lead the staff in securing grant funding, creating 
the lesson plans, gathering and designing the 
curriculum materials/handouts, promoting the program to 
users, and 
ensuring they have all the necessary equipment for each 
workshop. 

11) The partnership and program's success will 
help secure a long-standing endowment to bring 
arts education and filmmaking to every child in 
Los Angeles, no matter their location or 
affluence. 


V) Use of Intellectual Property 
Either party can use the curriculum developed 
through the partnership for the workshops for non- 
commercial or non-profit purposes. 


VI) Timeline and Evaluation 


The roles and responsibilities described above are 
contingent on LAPL being granted the funds requested for 
the project described in the Chuck Lorre Family 
Foundation, Film to Future, or Los Angeles County 
Department of Arts and Culture grant application. Duties 
under this Memorandum of Understanding would coincide 
with the grant period, anticipated from January 1, 2025, 
through December 31, 2026. This MOU will take effect 
once both parties have signed (December 1, 2024) and 
remain in effect for the same period as the grant period 
unless terminated by both parties earlier than that date. 


This MOU may be renewed by mutual agreement at the end of the 
mentioned period. 


After four months of workshops in five branches of LAPL, 
both parties will evaluate how the workshops are 
succeeding and decide if anything needs to change 
regarding the workshop design, location, or promotion. 


Either party can terminate the MOU for any reason by giving a 
thirty-day notice. 


VII) Dispute Resolution 
In the event of a dispute, both parties agree to seek a 
resolution first through informal discussion. If the dispute 
cannot be resolved within sixty days, the partners agree to 
continue negotiations through a mediator who will be paid 
for equally by both parties. 
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VIII) Commitment to Partnership 
1) The partnership service area includes Los Angeles City 
and all areas where LAPL serves. 
2) The partnership agrees to collaborate on the 
workshops’ design to bring filmmaking and arts 
education to children throughout Los Angeles. 
3) Compensation for The Academy Museum’s 
contribution to the project will be provided as 
outlined in the attached budget details. 
4) Compensation for LAPL’s contribution to the project will 
be provided as outlined in the attached budget details. 
5) During the first year, the workshops will be held 
through October and November, with the first nine 
months dedicated to planning, marketing, and continual 
discussion between the two partners about their users' 
needs. 
6) After the first year of workshops in five branches of 
LAPL, both parties will gather feedback from their 


respective communities through surveys to better 
understand how well the program is working. 

7) Both parties are committed to teaching LA’s youth 
about the art of filmmaking. They will measure the 
program's success through these surveys, continual 
discussions, a mandatory four-month review, and the 
new voices that enter LAPL’s yearly film festival for 
teens. 

8) We, the undersigned, have read and agree to the terms 
of this MOU. We have also reviewed and approved the 
proposed project and wish to proceed with the 


partnership.
